The foregoing official statements of the 


management of tbe Macon County Poor 
Farm, speak for themselves, indicating 
clearly that the big house and farm of 
SOO acres in Hickory township, 4i miles 
north of Decatur, are in charge of men 
who thoroughly understand their duties 
and responsibilities. Mr. W. J. Magee, 
the faithful, energetic and induslrious 
steward, who has been in charge of the 
farm for the past three years, is just tha 
man for the place. Everything about the 
house and farm is in perfect trim, and 
there are no leaks whatever in the finan- 
cial management. During the year three 
sick men, who were without friends and 
cash, were sent to the poor house to re- 
ceive careful nursing and medical atten- 
tion. The men got well, but through the 
good management of Mr. Magee they 
paid their bills in work. They gathered 
corn on the farm, all three performing 
labor to the amount of $38.88—which 
amount was a clean profit to the county. 
We are pleased lo state in this connection 
that Mr. Magee has been reappointed by 
the board* of supervisors as steward ot the 
poor farm for another jear. No better or 
more careful man could have been found 
for the place.
